Europe—The Threatening Aspect of Aflairs,
From the Times,

Al no period, elther before or during the
sharp and declsive German conflict, has the
situation in Burope presented a darker aspect
than it does pow. We have London news by
the cable of yosterday's date. We have Conh.
nental reports searcely forty-eight hours old,
And unless we are altogether deceived ns 1o the
sources of the intelligouce thus nought hither,
the grand contestiforfposition,Jlor Influsnce, and
for permanecnt political uscendancy in Europe
ia only just opening.

The quarrel, from belng primarily a German,
or, in a meusure, a ¢ivil confliet, bids mir to
develop into & Gallo-Prussian War—ostensibly
for the revision of a lmnn-larjl' line marked out
barely fifty years ngo—but, in reality, for the
status and digmity of leadership in Continental
Europe. The demands for territorial compen-
pation submiited to Prussin by the French
Cabinet, of which we had a poeitive and distinet
snnouncement in Monday's telogram, are to
be mot, according to o semi-official Berltn
journal, by & prompt rretusal, These demands
the Prussinn organ, which speaks tor Bismarck,
characterizes as ** absurd,” It rfrmlnds 311!-
Government of the Emperor, that in the Ger
man quartel France hos had nothing at stake,
And tone tone in which this 18 sid as clearly
indicates deflance #s nny seml-ofliclal witer-
ance trom Prusgm gince the contlict began,

Italy, meanwhile, will apparently cease to
continue a party to the quarrel, by the cession
ol Venetia, to whinh the Government of Vienns
has congented: the term of the armistice
between that power sad Austrin having becn
extonded, [In that result, the new conflicy
would be one involviug the question of Gorman
solidarity and strength, as aganst French
aggrandizement and modern Cresarism, In
such a contest Bismark wonld, doubtless, carry
with him far more of the sympathies of Liberal
men throughout the world than he has done
hitherto,

There has never been such another marvel ol
newspaper enterprise in the Old World or the
New s was given to our readers in tieir Horald
of Monday morniopg, It muarks the vositive
inauguration of u new epoch in modern journal-
ism, {rom which, us we go on, we promise the
great American public still more wouderiul
things. We have the experience, the men, aod
the means, and all the modern improvements
and taciihes needed to keep paco with the pro-
gress of the nge, and we do not intend thut the
Herald shall rest upon the laurels 1w bas alrewoy
gained, On the Atlantie cable we are lige
General Grant when he had farly started nis
Rebel adversary on the ruce for Richmond; for
we intend to “oght it out on thi= hine if 1t tukes
all summer™ and wll winter o,

Une of our special despatches published on
Monday, from Herlin, dated August 10, gives us
intelligence which 18 second 1 wuportaney ouly
to the tremendouns battle and disasirons defcat
of the Austrigns at Sudowa or Konigegratz, We
refer to the despateh which says “there Is great
excitement here” (in Beclin) in consequonce of
the demwand made upon Prussin by Fraace lor
the extension of her tront er {o the Rhune: that
M. Benedetti (the Fronch Minister) had leis
Beriin tor Paris on the evening of the 0th, His
departure in the midst ol that grear excitement
in the Prussign capital was very signilionut,
He leit tor Paris to warn or to consalt the Em-
peror, beeause he saw that he counld do nothing
with this demand for the extension of France 1o
the Rhipe, The later despatches lrom the same
quarter, which we published yesterday, fuily
contirm this view of the German (uestion,

The Rbine 18 the sacred river of the Germans,
It 1& to them what the Jordan was 1o the ancient
faraclites, what the Gapges 18 1o the Hindoos,
what the Nile was and i to the Feyvplinns—an
object of veneration, affection, and devorion,
The German calls the beantitul river of s
fatherland **Our Father Rolne;” he sings of its
hinle und vales and vineyards, and ot its people,
a8 all German on both bauks—that there 18 and
ghall be no divided puthority on “Father Rhine,”
The Hon. Mre, Norton, in her exquisite poem
of the young German soldier dying in Algjers,
makes It his last wish that bis compunion shall
restore

oMy fathor's sword and ming,
To our cottags wall m Bingen,
Fair Bingen on the filmne."

And, in truth, from the poetic and sentimen-
tal nature of the German, nis love of “*Father
Khine” 15 stronger than death,  When the seml
official organ at Beriin, thercfore, tells us that
the question of the relinguishment of way of
the German soil along the Rhine is not an in-
ternatiopul but o nationel question, we cin un-
derstand it. It means that the German race,
of all their States and Principaliies—some
sixty millions of Germans—are prepsred to nght
tor Fatuer Rline and their brethren on his
bunks, whatever may have been the promises ol
Bismark or in whatever shape mupy come the
demands of Napoleon, ;

There is dauger, then, we hold, In this demand
of France for the leit bank ot the Rhine. Bul
whut 18 Napoleon to ao? He has exclled the
bopes of the French people, and he cannot ve-
ch'- without something ot disgrance and ol peril
10 his dyuasty. Buta war with Prussia for this
boundary will be a war with the whole German
family of sixty milllcns. Austrin will be power-
loas to belp him even il so inclined. Her Hm-
?umr atands digraced among his own people in
piis own capitel, laly is under the greatest
obligations to Prussia, so that Napoleon aguaiust
Bisninrk can hardly expect a supporting hand
from Victor Emanuel. Inany event, wn atrempt-
lng to wrest by force of arms the leti bank of
the Rhine from the Germang, Napoleon will be
beaten, The fhirtysix milllops of French people
eannot cope with the sixty millions of the Ger
muns,  Let him try thie rash experiment, and it
will ruin hawm, He wiil be beaten, and his empire
will be superseded with bis 1all by snother
Frenoh republie, Bueh are the dangers which
now wenuce Nupoleou; for the question of the
Rhine (o the Germaneg, irom the mountains to
the seq, 18 “not san Internstional but n national
question.” We shall wateh with deep interest
the course of Napoleon upon this dejcate end
dungerous guestion to its settivment,

ol Noyewber 20, 1816, removed from the domi.
nation of the French crown, A knowledze of

The treaty of 1814, which was concluded

between Louls XVII and the allies, aiter Na-
poleon'’s first overtbrow and his retiremient to
Elba, gavegvery liberal terms to France, By
the second nrhczlﬂ of that treaby it was provided
that Franee should be assured the integrity ot
it boundarics s they existed on Janoary 1.
1702, with such sugmentation of tertitory as
were comprized in the subsequent article. Some
cessions of territory were therein made to
France by the neighboring powers, and others
wore made by France to them, for mutual
advantuge and for the sake of more clearly
defining 11s Irontiers, 'but which.”writes Allison,
“apon & balance ol gains aod logses, gave it an
inorease ol four hundred wnd ity thonsaud
souls," Frunee, however, had secured to it
Avignon, tbe Vennisin, and the county of
Montbeliard, the tiret conquests of the Revolu
tionary Government, The varlous oliuses of
the third article specified s line ol demarcation
on the slde of Beigium, Germany, Switeerland,
and Italy; that on the Spamsh trontier remain-
ing @« 1t wos on Japuary 1, 1792 The most
imporiant clayse was the fitth, by which the
fortress of Lunday, that prior to the year 1792
had formed an insulated polnt in Germany, was
brouzhi within the French irontier by the cesslon
to that country of & part of the departments of
Mont Tonnerre and the Lower Rhine, by which
acquisition the tortress nnd its dis'rict were
joined to the kingdom, France consented, at
the same time, to abnadon all pretension ta nny
territories beyond the Hmts then detined; and
the adjoining nations yeserved the full right to
fortliy whatever pomnt of their States they might
judee fitting lor thewr galety,

It the French poople nad romalned faithful to
the pourbon dynasty no alteration would have
been made in the boundary lines thus agreed
upon; but in the lollswing yenr, alter they had
aeain relled round the standards of Napoleon,
the allied powers were det-rmined upon re-
ceivine compensation 1or the loss ot hlood and
treasture to which they e onee more been sub-

Thouen the terms of this treanty were very
humilinting to France, =till they were 1ar frow
buing ns gevere ad some of the aliics would have
nide them, 1t was considercd that e indeme-
nity due tothe allied powers could not be either
entirely teiricornial, or entucly pecaniavy, with-
ont preiondice to Frunee 1 the one or the othor
of her essontinl interests, and that a combiuas
tion of the two modes wonld avoid the incon-
venlenceg that would resait were vither resorted
to separately, The terrorial coneessions, which
iz all that we have oeension to denl with in the
iresent wrticle, cousisted i o restoration of the
wundarics of Freance to (e srate (o which
tlhey stwood in 1790, owath some glight modifi-
cations on both .q.f"-1, by which means the
whole of theterritory, e from iconsiderable,
gained by the tresty of 1814, was vesnmel
by the allies, In consequence ol this the
fortressos ot Phillipsville and  Marienburg,
with the terrmtories  belonging to  them,
find the Duchy of Bouillon, were added to the
Belgic provinees of the kKinedom ot the Nothor-
lands: and Sarme-Louis with its fortre=g, aud
sarrebiuck were lncorporated with Khenlsh
Prussin, The fortress o1 Lomidau snd the a Ho-
cent distriet was likewise cfded to Germany,
and i+ now comprised within Rhenish Buvari;
the fortress, however, wos declared thie common
property of the confederntion, but has lacterly
been gurrisoncd by Davarian troops. Further
south the French fortress ot Huningen, which
mensced Basle, wis to be demolisned: Versolx
aond o small distyiet wes eceded to the canton
ol Geaeva; ynd a portion of Savoy, which, in
the treaty of i8l4, Franee was perutied to re
tuin, wis restored to the kingdom of Sardioin,
Franee, however, uow owna the whole of Savoy,
which, with Nice, she has recoived tor the sid
ghe gave to Haly io the war of 1859,

I, then, the BEmperor Napoleon only demands
the dagtricts goded in 1815 to Germauy, it is evi-
ilent that, should he obtain them, ne willi not
geguire uny very great addition to his territory;
hut the fortresses he would receive with them
would greatly streugthen his position on the
German border, and their poesession might give
him an opporlunity, &t a future day, by another
move, o extend s empire to his grand objee-
tive point, the western bank of the Rhine, We
are nol yetintormed what, in the general sottlo-
ment of Burope, he willolabm ivom [aly, thongh
